THE TOBACCO WAn. 

The troubles of the tobacco trade 
are al laat amicably ndjuslcd. Il may 
lie remembered that on the &tli of 
May last year thirty-six buyers with- 
draw voluntarily Iruin tho Tobacco 
board of Trade, for the reason that 
ihey desired some changes in the 
leoa, which forms one uf tho details 
ol iueorpuraiion, and Ihnl nnder said 
deiaila aa then e.xlsliug nu chanice 
could bo eifeoted without the common 
coaseal uf all ibe waruliuuapuieu, 
whluh had been positively refused. 
Tbe aataguultm between buyers and 
aallers bat azitled tluco that time up 
lo lha prcaent, assuming various 
forms, w hicb it is nee<lleaa nuw lo rej 
lleraie. .Negotiations began abuut 
iwu waaka ago with k yiew of com- 
prumiaiag tba eiiailng diflbrcncet, 
which have now happily terminated. 
Tbe LmsU of aeillemenl ns agreed 
upon by the respective commitlces ou 
compromise was aa aollowa : Tho, 
leu of two dollars per hogabead, with' 
fuuruonlb'a Ireo alurage us charged 
10' tbo buyera, la reduced lo one dollar 
and a ball aud thirty daya. free stor- 
age aud an ameudmont onbeariiclee 
ut lucorpuratiou providing lor amend- 
iug aaiU arliclea, bv a majority of 
warehouaeuianand buyera iu tepa- 
raie toaaiou. Instead of by oommon 
eousaui, as before. Yesterday aboni 
S o'clock p. M., two meetings of the 
trade were held, one consiMini^ of tiie 
seceding buyers by ihcuiselvch, and 
anulUur of Iho Tobacco Board of 
T'rnde, tbe former lohear from^lhe 
board as to the raliflcallon of the ba- 
sis of settlouioul of iliHcrcnces which 
had already been agreed upon by 
tlieu' respective comniittoos. Altw^ 
llio buyer's uicoting had been held*' 
aome Ume, a comiuiltoo Iron IhoTu- 
baeeo Board of Trade wailed upon 
Ihe buyers aud ofllclally announced 
that Ibe basil of settlement had been 
cuudrmed by Ihe board, anil thai il 
was ready lo receive the names of all 
who desired lo enter the board under 
Ibe u«w rules and reduced feet to 
burers. A list of iwcnty-eighl 
uames of buyers and non-board ware- 
lioutcinen was then handed to the 
Buard Coiimiitlee, who took il to 
Ihoir meeting, tbcii iu session, at 
which all Ihe uames wore received as 
niembeis, excepting one, vbs., Alexan- 
der Uarlbill, tobacco buyer. This 
belug doue, the Board Committee r«' 
ported back lo the meeting of buyers 
Iho result ol their action, ozcluding 
Mr. Harihiil,s name. The buyers, ou 
raeeiving tueh notice, expressed 
ibemsoivaa aa indigganl thai any one 
uf their number aliuuld have been 
siuijled out nnd olijectod to, and 
passed a resoluiiou uuaiilmoualjr that 
the boyara would not retom to the 
board on auob lerina. Mr. Uarthilt, 
who wat pratent, thanked the biiyert 
lor tbe action they had taken out of 
regard to biuiself ; bnt with tbe view 
ol bringing about a settlement of il a 
vexed quostlons aud and ettabllthiug 
harmony ouco more in Ibo trade, he 
especially requested a reeonsldera- 
(iou ol tbo resolution, and that the 
persona voted in by tho Tobacco 
Board lake tlioir eeals as members, 
aud let the couaidenUion of his case 
bo deferred for tbo present. Tho huv' 
ers, as requested by Mr. Harlhill, re- 
considered the resolution referred lo, 
and voted to lake their places in the 
board ns a body, al the same time 
giving Mr. Harlhill every aasurauce, 
of IbMr nrlondihtp, and tliat wheu he 
made foiroal application for member- 
ship Ihey wonld give It their hearty 
support. Tho buyera then proceeded 
lu a body lo Ibe Kooma of tno Tobac- 
co Hoard ol Trade, whereupon the 
old officers aud memlioas of commll- 
teet,azoapt the Secretary, roiigned 
and Iho wooie body, in joint session, 
elected new officers and committee- 
men to fill the unexpired term ol' this 
year. Tho aelllo meut ofthe diOlcul- 
ty iiecesaitnted the three iiulepciideiii, 
or nnn-board, warehouaoa— Knter- 
priae, Gilbert, and Peonla'a— Joinjng 
the Board of Trade.— Courfer-ifovr-
